The majority of the annual — rc- 
ports from the co-operative asso- 
ciations of Saskatchewan have now 
been received by the co-operative 
branch of the provincial department 
of-agriculture 4 Regina. 

These repo:ts indicate an ine: 
in membership during the last year 
of over 30 per cent. At the time of 
the compilation of the 1916 reports 
the membership stood at 9,444, which 
was increased last year to 12,459. 

A large volume’ of business would 
appear to have been carried on dur- 
ing the last year. In the matter of 
livestock marketing the reports show 
that the number of associations 
marketing stock has risen from 23 to 
35 last year, and the number of cars 
of stock handled increased from 241 
to 548. The value~ of the stock in 
1916 was $323,171, wheras for last 
year it increased to, $1,050,285. 

Officials state” that statistics re 
garding the total turnever of the as- 
eociations are not yet compiled, but 
it is evident that there has been a 
very marked increase.
